WHAT ABDICATION 
INVOLVES 


As in other matters’ which 
thave come to the fore in the 
constitutional crisis at_Home, a 
good deal of popular misappre- 
hension prevails on the subject 
of 2 monarch's right to abdicate 
the Throne. An _ essential 
characteristic of abdication is 
that it is a voluntary act. It is, 
however, usually the result of 
internal or external pressure 
upon tho holder. of the office. 
There have been a few striking

ATTENDANCE AND HEALTH 


The numberof boys enrolled in 
September was’376 as against 330 in 
1934, and at the beginning of the 
second term new boys were entered, 
making n total of 411. We very 
rarely admit new boys‘in the middle 
of n school year, but this time it 
was found deslrable to increase the 
numbers in the lower classes to pro- 
vide a broader foundation for the 
succeeding years: For two or three

LEARNING ENGLISH ° 


To do this, I think, we would ngree 
that the: fundamental sounds of 
which the spoken words are compos- 
ed shduld be universally the ‘same 
within certain unequivocal limits nnd 
this Is now no fait accompli, but nat 
yet so in practice. At present, we 
are largely individualists, and . ‘the 
sounds heard and learnt by the 
pupils vary accordingly and this js 
natural and correct so long as the 
-tencher not only knows ° but 
em produce these sounds. Of 
course, I have in mind Chinese pupils 
Yearning English and wish ., to 
emphpsise this aspect of learning 
the laungunge. This is not the time 
for, me, to’ particularise the applica- 
tlon of phonetics, except to indicate 
a Uttle more clearly what I mean 
by tenching the “sounds.” It is not 
necessary nor considered a good 
method to begin by drilling boys in 
the sound of cach letter, that Is, by 
taking: cach letter of a, word and 
giving Its sound, for we don't speak 
in letters bul in words and sentences, 
hence the’ sounds should be care- 
fully taught from selected avords and 
these havg now been graded scienti- 
fically “aiid cover all the necessary 
sounds even allowing for those dif- 
ferences which cxist between dif- 
ferent people, and they ‘can be obtalin- 
ed quite casily in book or card 
form. : ‘ . 

Reverting to Broadcasting, it was 
first of ull a question of  clurity, 
pronunciation and tone, ‘the gpenker 
being at particular pains to speak 
as clearly us possible: it was essential 
to be intelligible to all, (and this 
is what [am emphasizing in teach- 
ing our scholirs), Anyone listening 
An_to-day is pound to_ admit that the 
demand for “clearness and uiiforml- 
ty in the essential sounds has been 
on. the whole, very .successfully met. 


‘VARIETIES OF SPEECH 


But there is another vehicle. of 
spoken sound and of, au very wide 
interest Which still presents dlificul- 
ty and that is the cinematograph 
film. The variety of speech we 
_hear, is for the most part British and 
American,: and there “is little doubt 
that Chinese boys find some of it, 
if not quite ao lot, unrecognisable. 
Some’ of the difficulty Nes with the 
speakers, but I om of opinion that 
if the sounds already referred to 
receive the attention they should, the 
real purpose of teaching a living 
language would be realised, and boys 
would readily comprehend — what 
they hear within the limits of their 
vocnbulary. T am aware that :their 
vocabulary jis limited, but it is not 
of new words I am thinking, but of 
words familiar to them in print, but 
unrecognised by them when spoken. 

Since September we have made a 
small beginning In practical phone- 
ties on the lines I have just briefly 
indicated, and both Mr. Walton and 
Mrs. Vagnone, who are making. this 
experiment, think there 1s improve- 
ment although It is too soon to make 
any definite claim. “A pronuncia- 
tion of Engllsh which Is intelligible 
thraughout' the English-speaking 
world |s better than several reatrict- 
ed to different parts of that exten- 
sive area.” In conjunction with this 
I wish to emphasise the Icarning of 
recitation as an adjunct to clear 
speaking, The vilue of Icarning by 
heart selected passages of good Eng- 
lish is not only in clearness, but ulso 
in its permanency, for- these passages 
should remain: osting treasures tn 
the mind of the scholar,
